POLICE KEEP PLOT SECRET AT REQUEST 
OF C. H. MUSSELMAN, NAB 4 SUSPECTS 


A plot whereby the perpetrators hoped to secure $5,000 
from C . II. Musselman, proprietor of Musselman’s Canning 
company, Biglerville, by threatening to dynamite his factory 
and home was revealed by state police today. 
The attempted extortion took place last Wednesday, but 
only became generally known in Biglerville over the week­ 
end. 
State police said they withheld information of the plot 
at the request of Mr. Musselman. 
Four young Biglerville men, taken into custody as sus­ 
pects, were later released by state police.

HEALTH TALK 


"Reports from the office of the 
surgeon general of the United States 
public health service indicate that 
throughout the nation there is a 
general existence of influenzal con­ 
ditions. And 
while 
Pennsylvania 
has thus far been affected only in a 
few definite localities, now is the 
time to take steps to prevent the 
spread of these manifestations, in­ 
sofar as that is possible; and more 
especially to appreciate the value 
of the common sense rules that are 
applicable to cases of this charac­ 
ter." said Dr. Theodore B. Appel, 
secretary of health, today. 
"In 
the 
first 
place, 
evryone 
should be 
particularly careful 
to 
avoid draughts, wet feet, undue ex­ 
posure. superheated and poorly ven­ 
tilated rooms, and overevhaustion; 
Indeed any type of conduct that 
tends to lower resistance, including 
late hours and excesses of all kinds. 
Moreover, unless the necessity ex­ 
ists, the average person .should not 
visit the sick room of the sufferer. 
Certainly, if space requirements are 
ample, the well and the ill .should 
occupy separate sleeping quarters. 
"However, in spite of caution or 
because of the lack of it. one 
should became a vicitim to an af­ 
fection of the influenzal class, the 
first safe step is bed. It decidedly 
will not pay 
to temporize. 
The 
‘Only a cold’ psychology, illogical at 
all times, certainly has no place in 
such a situation. 
"The second step is promptly to 
call a physician. Everything, needless 
to say. must have a beguin mg. And 
irequently the early stages of an 
influenzal infection do not cause 
particular discomfort to the victim. 
But it is foolish to wait until a well 
defined blaze has developed, when 
one is already aware that something 
is smouldering. Therefore fight it 
with early and proper treatment be­ 
fore its power has developed. 
"JThe third and final step is to re­ 
strain ones enthusiasm over an 
aparent 
recovery. Many 
persons 
make the sad. and sometimes the 
fatal mistake, of concluding that 
they are well simply because the 
acute stage 
of the infection 
has 
passed. The fact remains that one 
of the peculiarities of this type of 
disease is that actual recovery 
is 
slow, and the possibilities of a re­ 
lapse greater than exists in many 
other maladies. Therefore, let care 
and carefully directed caution be 
your guide." 


Argentine Government Goes 
Into Retail Business Sunday 


Buenos Aires Feb, 2 <API.—Living 
expenses dropped in Buenos Aires 
Sunday. With the government en­ 
tering the retail food business, po­ 
tatoes were .selling at less than one 
cent a pound, soap a cent a pound, 
milk approximately five cents a 
quart and flour at a reduced price. 
Rents are expected to be lowered 
correspondingly later. 
Hoping to bring about a general 
decrease in living expenses, the gov­ 
ernment has entered the business 
of selling food supplies. The public 
markets are being enlarged in an­ 
ticipation of increased sales. 
The 
movement 
apparently has 
gained momentum through extensive 
newspaper 
publicity and 
because 
neighboring private dealers must 
necessarily reduce prices to compete. 
In Mar del Plata efforts are being 
made to organize the marketing of 
fish. At present hundreds of inde­ 
pendent fishermen handle the trade. 
The hiRh cost of living in Argentina 
was attacked after it was charged 
that the country’s products could 
be bought cheaper abroad than here.
